It will 
help to considerably enhance 
the possibility of gaining a com- 
prehensive knowledge of all tha 
processes taking place on tha 
Sun, Binco its radiation will be 
systematically and synchronous- 
ly registered In a centimetre 
bond, Soviet scientists have sol- 
ved practically Ihe most difficult 
theoretical task: the creation of 
a single highly accurate control 
system consisting of 256 radio 
antennas and which form a giant 
mirror 622 metres In diameter. 
The ideal interaction of the an- 
tennas is made possible by an 
automatic complex run by com- 
puters. The computers also re- 
ceive and reproduce data from 
the Sun In the form of digital 
diagrams, tables and charts very 
suitable for prompt analyst..

Unparalleled 
air bath 1 for seeds I space feat 


Tha resi9‘9nce of seeds to 
various diseases Increases after 
an "air bath” designed by scien- 
tists in Georgia, a Soviet con* 
sUluent republic In the Cauca- 
sus. Unlike the existing drying 
Installations, this novelty Is 
based on simultaneous airing 
from four sides which makes it 
posslblo to avoid losses during 
lengthy storage, 

In Western Georgia crops are 
often harvested In conditions 
of higher moisture, therefore, 
tha seeds there come to tho 
storages in substandard condi- 
tions, says K. DidebuUdzo, ono 
of tha dosigners of tho now sys- 
tem. Their quality Is Improved 
by the drying bunker which 
takes In 25 tonnes of seeds at a 
tlnio. In throo days the seeds be- 
come perfect.

ICE SITUATION 
RECONNAISSANCE 
FROM THE AIR 

Scientists of the Institute o( 
Civil Aviation Engineer:!, jointly 
wilh sonruen and specialists from 
the Arctic end Antarctic Insti- 
tute In Riga (tho capital ot the 
constituent Baltic Republic of 
Latvia) have designed and tested 
a special instrument Inr measur- 
ing thu thickness of ice sheet 
from the air. It operates n n prin- 
ciples of tho radar. Ind.ilhnl In 
a plane, It sets to work r.n tho 
orders of tho navigator. The 
thickness of Ice is registered on 
a digital display and on an 
automatic recording tape. The 
character of the signals reflected 
from too Ice makes It possible 
to access hummocked Ice, and 
to delect cracks and clear water 
la the ice sheet. 

This new instrument was used 
to find a site for the “Severny 
Polyua-26’' polar station.

Ultrasound signals sent Into

It Is easy and difficult at the 
same lime to spook about tho 
results ol too orbital night, ibe 
longest la the history ol space 
exploration, taken by Ihn Soviet 
cosmonauts Leonid Kizlm, Vla- 
dimir Solovyov, and Oleg Alkov. 

It Is easy because many events 
took place lit tho 237 days dur- 
ing which Iho crew worked lu 
outer apace. This Is also the 
reason why It Is difficult. In a 
short Interview, to enumerate 
what thoy have done. That is j 
wby l will outline only the main 
points. 

Under their sdontlllc pro- 
gramme, lira crow carried oul j 
nearly 54Q experiments to geo- 
physics, astrophysics, space pro- 
cesses, and medicine. The most 
tiinc-coiisuming of Ibcso proved 
to bo explorations o! tho Earth's 
Burfaco lu tho Interests of many 
branches of tho national econ- 
omy. These Included visual ob- 
servations and photographing of 
soino areas ot tho Soviet ter- 
ritory and Iho surlaca of Iho 
World Ocean. For example. 
4,500 pictures were takcu with 
tho niulllzonal photographic ca- 
mera nloilo. CotiHlUorlng lliat ouo 
picture was nit l allied In six 
rones n( the spectrum 25 tlmus- 
ouri photographs have been 
brought hack lo LT.ulli. It will lie 
recalled that the flight began In 
whiter and concluded In autumn, 
and tlio crew there (are suc- 
ceeded In Inking photographs 
ol some arc^s of tire territory in 
nil seasons. The photographs 
will go lo more than eight 
hundred sclent I lie and produc- 
tion organizations and provide 
new Information on naiural, 
mineral and raw mnlerlul resour- 
ces, as well as vegetation, wafer 
reserves, and the alale of agri- 
cultural and forest zones.

Far from being a mere 
slay outside Ihe spaceship, ahe 
carried oul, jolnly with Vladimir 
Dihanlbekov, the difficult work 
ol testing new technological 
equipment Using sped el In- 
al rum on Is baaed on a calh ode- 
ray Installation, they soldered, 
cut and welded metal sheets and 
deposited a coaling. Svetlana 
Savitskaya's 12-day full partici- 
pation In the activities of the 
crew, and particularly bar his- 
toric emergence in open space 
have once again confirmed ihe 
possibility of, and even neces- 
sity for, the presence of women 
at space stations, 

Highly resuUatlve has been 
the crew's work In open apace, 
Commander Leonid Klsia and 
Flight-Engineer Vladimir Solo- 
vyov emerged on the OQtar snr- 
face of the elation on six oo- 
castoni, that is, more then In 
any other previous flight, la all, 
thoy spent 22 hoars 50 minutes 
In open space. They wort highly 
praised for the skill they em- 
ployed U» assembling new. pipes

At school be was 
once asked to take part in a reciting contest, n 
was then Ihsl ha first realized his ability to win 
Over the audience, that everything aoemed to 
como under bis control, even Uio breath of the 
audience. 

When he left school he was invited by two 
theatrical colleges after on artistic contest. Vla- 
dimir choso the Art Theatre Studio School, where 
he attended Oleg Yefremov's classes. 

When stilt a student, he was Invited to play 
the part many actors era only dreaming shout 
— Khlestokov In Gogol's play, "Tho Inspector- 
General”. Pinchovsky says that as Khloslnkov be 
was a miserable foliate. It Is characteristic of 
him lo glvo an unambiguous and BlralglilbTar- 
wnrd evaluation of his work. That is why It 
Is no I so much Important whether or not lie was 
a lalhiro ns Kbloatakov, played as part ot bis 
education programme. What matters Is his ap- 
proach, the analysis of hlj failure. 

Playing that role, 1 attempted to don my pain, 
all my ladings on Xhlestskov, which was wonfc 
Vladimir admits. 1 boltove that the most Im- 
portant filing In an actor's profession la to have 
the ability to transform oneself. What an actor 
ought to think about Is not what he would do II 
he were In his character’s shoes. What Is neces- 
sary Is to Imagine you are that person rather 
than yourself. 

The opportunity to put Ibis Into practico como 
to Plnchevsky In the very first play he appeared 
In at the Art Theatre. That waa Peler Shaffer’s 
’’Amadous", In which ha played Mozart. 

How do you go about playing a man of gonlus, 
especially If your partner playing Salieri is a 
major actor like Oleg Tabakov? Is II really pos- 
sible to keep your bead cool in Ibis first pmt 
and bo able to make the audience believe that 
your Mozart Is really a man ol genius? 

Impersonating a man of genius, Plnchevsky 
concentrates not on his grandeur, but rather on 
his constant desire lo hear music In everything. 
Ha showa Mozart's passionate altitude to his 
music. To his Mozart everything la uninteresting 
sod unimportant unless there Is music in If. 
Music Is the only thing that requires prompt 
attention. His Mozart Is an ordinary man who 
lolls In love, Is guilty ot various pranks, and 
who suiters, and yet he Is a man of genius. He 
hears mule split all over the world, and bo 
records It. 

Quite dUterenl la his part os the Cockerel In 
the play, "An Attempted Flight". This play by

Although the (list night performance ol "An 
Attempted Flight" took place quite recently, Pta- 
chavsky Is rehearsing for a new play, "The 
Battles Were of Local Significance 11 by the So- 
viet witter end playwright Vyacheslav Kondra- 
tyev. 

By the New Year, the TV network will release 
Its new film, "Les fourberles do Scapen" which 
Is the screen version ol Mollere’s famous play in 
which Plnchevsky plays one o( the main roles. 

He Is constantly tested lor new films, and 
rehearsing lor new nlayi. His wife, artist Galina 
Petrova, complains that her husband Is ollen 
away. This la the way of life of actors. The role 
of Mozart most have blessed Vladimir Plnchev- 
sky In bis career — and this means something.
